Of the Balance on hand there is $120 93 of unexpended 
Repair money, which we think is enough for repairs during the 
coming year, leaving a balance of School Money of $1,231 93 
although this looks like a large balance, it is not much more 
than enough to pay the bills which will be due at the end of 
the School year July 15, 1912, where as, in years past the 
town has heen obliged to hire money to pay the teachers 
when their work was done at the end of the spring term. 

At the beginning of the year it was uncertain whether 
we should receive any part of the State School Fund, which 
we did receive, as per your treasurer’s Report. 

By your generosity at the School Meeting you voted to 
raise $500 in addition to the amount required by law. Hence 
the balance in the treas. which the Board did not try to squan- 
der because there was enough and to spare 

The cry in the past has been for ‘‘More Schools” and the 
board has demonstrated that the schools can be run 34 or 35 
weeks, but when it is done there are objections to so long a 
term even by those who cried the loudest. 
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However it seems necessary to provide/more than 30 weeks 
so that we do _ not fall below an average of 30 weeks and so 
loose the state aid even though entitled to it. 

The Center School house has been shingled, and those at 
the North. Berry, White Oaks aud Beauty Hill have been 
painted inside and out beside other repairs. 

We wish to extend our heart felt thanks to all who have 
so cordially accepted and assisted our endeavors to improve 
and maintain our schools during this year.
